However, there is one other point that 
ht to be emphasized. 
That point is found in the provisions of the 
aine law which, after the 1st day of January, 1910, will abolish 


boards of service and safety hr Ohio cities and place in the hand of the 


mayors of Ohio cities the right to appoint and remove supervisors of 


service an d safety “and the heads of the sub-departments of the de- 


partm ents of public service and public safety.” 
In other words, the 
power of the mayor will be almost that of an autocrat. 
The director 


of service would have control of a municipal waterworks plant. 
The 


mayor would have control of the director—and there you are. 
What 
a beautiful opportunity to build up an impregnable political machine! 
The News does not care one rap what the politics of the mayor 
may be, for that unlimited power, with the possibilities of change with 
every change in administration, is too great to confer upon any one man. 
The act was championed by Tom Johnson of Cleveland, lor reasons 
that are only too well known. 
That Johnson’s autocratic rule has just 
recently been repudiated by the p e o p le o f Cleveland shows clearly what 
they think of one man rule when important public service is involved. 
The Paine act is a law and of course its unwise provisions cannot 
just now be set at naught. 
But the people of Salem can avoid its pit­ 
falls by refusing to endorse municipal ownership. 
On a franchise basis the city can compel the company holding the 
franchise to give good service at fixed rates and its losses or difficulties 
are of no concern to the taxpayers. 
But under municipal ownership 


losses and difficulties encountered in giving adequate service, to say 
nothing of the blunders and extravagance of political mismanagement, 
would be of great concern to the taxpayers.
